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Cyprus: Although the Turkish Government has 
again turned to diplomatic action to solve the Cyprus 
problem, the military remain uneasy about such an 
approach. 

In reply to a recent letter from Belgian Foreign 
Minister Spaak, Turkish Foreign Minister Erkin 
termed the Cyprus situation "less critical” than 
heretofore and expressed hope that it was moving 
into the "diplomatic phase.” 

Erkin noted, however, that Turkish military 
officers were disturbed by the Greek Cypriots’ ini- 
tiation of conscription and announcement of their 
intention to secure heavy armaments from abroad. 
Erkin warned that if Makarios carries out these 
plans, it will be difficult to restrain the Turkish 
officers from again urging Turkish intervention.

"battle plan" until all of its demands are satisfied.
